How Cattle Shrink. 

In the current issue of Farm 
and Fireside appear the foUow- 
ing gofvenuiieDt ^garm od cat- 
tle ahiialnae: 

"After weighing 19,000 oifcUe 
in 266 ihipBienti, government 
experts htve concluded that the 
normal shrinkage of cattle in 
shipment is from three to six per 
cent. There are exceptions to 
this rule, and no one can say be- 
forehand just how much cattle 
wiU shrink in going to the mar- 
ket It depends on the treat- 
ment of the cattle, the length of 
time they are held without food 
or water, the nature of their feed 
before loading, the character of 
the trip to market, the distance 
shipped, and the time at arrival. 

"The shrinkage of (he first 
twenty-four hours is ^greater for 
any subsequent twenty-four 
hours. Steers generally shrink 
a little less than cows of the 
same Weight. Fed cattle an|l 
range cattle shrink about etinal- 
ly. fiiere4s no way to prevent 
shrinkage, but care^ hai|dliug 
and good feeding wiU • k^p it 
within reasonable bounds. 

"One of the chief causes of 
heavy shrinkage is too severe 
drive to the loading pen, espec- 
ially during hot weather."
